Applicants wish to bring to the Examiner's attention that a copy of a grant 
application believed to have been submitted by Victor Raso for NIH Grant 1 R43 AGI 5746-01 
on August 29, 1997 was previously cited in the initial IDS submitted September 10, 2001 as cite 
no. 144. Cite no. 144 is a redacted version of cite no. 304. Applicants obtained cite no. 144 
under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA). It is believed that the grant proposal would not 
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have been accessible under FOIA before April 2, 1998, but the exact date of public accessibility, 
if any, is not known to Applicants. 

Cite no. 186 was previously cited in the initial IDS submitted on September 10, 
2001, but was lacking a publication date and was therefore not considered by the examiner. The 
publication date has since been identified and cite no. 186 is re-cited on the PTO/SB/08B 
attached hereto. 

Cite nos. 220 and 223 were previously cited in the Supplemental IDS submitted 
on September 9, 2003, but were lacking publication dates and' were therefore not considered by 
the examiner. The publication dates have since been identified and cite nos. 220 and 223 are 
re-cited on the PTO/SB/08B attached hereto. 

Cite no. 569 was previously cited in the Supplemental IDS submitted on May 23, 

2005, but was lacking a publication date and was therefore not considered by the examiner. The 
publication date has since been identified and cite no. 569 is re-cited on the PTO/SB/08B 
attached hereto.
